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Continuation of 3. NOTE: a) Because the proposed claims encompass new limitations, further search and/or consideration is required. In 
addition, the proposed claims 3-6, 8, 11. 14-15 depend from a canceled claim (claim 1). which raises new Issues and potentially new 
grounds of rejection. Thus, the amendment does not simplify the issues of the rejections and further does not place the application in 
better condition for appeal or allowance. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but they are insufficient to overcome the rejection under 102(b) and the rejection under 103(a). The rejections are maintained 
for the reasons made of record in the office action mailed 4/17/07 as directed to the previously presented claim limitations. Applicant's 
amendment filed on 9/17/07 has not been entered. Thus, the arguments directed to claim amendments not entered are currently moot.
